On 22 May there were two armed reconnaissance flights 
flown in HVH, and an attack on Quang Suoi Army Barracks 
( JCS Target Ho. 29) , 20-10N/105-54E* plus Phu Qui Ammo Depot 
(JCS Target Ho. 40) located 19-17N/105-23E. These fixed 
targets are remote from the alleged fishery, and an attack on 
Thanh Khe is deemed improbable. 

7. 28 May State Farm Linh Son 6 10 

21-31H/106-33E 

On 28 May there was a restrike on Quang Khe Haval Base 
(JCS Target Ho. 74-A), 17-41H/106-29E. Armed reconnaissance 
remained south of 20° H latitude. Ho aircraft could have pro- 
ceeded this far to the norths and the allegation is deemed 
improbable.

The coordinates of Xom Thai Xa Highway Bridge are 18-40H/ 
105-36E and had been fixed target attacked on 25 April. Armed 
reconnaissance was permitted on the LOCs, and presumably this 
bridge could have been re-attacked with the possible casualties 
mentioned.

Two fixed strikes were conducted on 14 June against Badon 
Barracks (JCS Target Ho. 39*14) and Yen Phu Barracks (JCS 
Target Ho. 39*21) which are 155 HM and 99 HM respectively 
from Quynh Luu. Authorized armed recce was south of 20° H 
latitude, and would not have been up to Quynh Luu. The alleged 
casualties are considered improbable.

The nearest fixed target attacked this date ivas 62 HM 
away. Armed recce was authorized in this area along Routes

This position is 32 NM west of Son La* and 19 NM east of 
Dien Bien Phu* in approximately a 4*000 foot elevation. Armed 
recce was authorized in this area and specifically on Route 6 ; 
however this alleged incident is 21 NM west of Route 6. There- 
fore* it is improbable that this incident can be attributed to 
armed recce.

Vinh Army Barracks NW (JCS Target No. 39-36) was attacked 
on 7 September. This casualty is possible.

Position is approximately 6 NM west of combination 
Route 12/15 in western part of southern panhandle. There 
were no fixed targets attacked that day. No armed recce in 
this area at all.

This alleged incident is located 14 NM north-northeast of 
Hon Gai, an area in which no authorization has been granted 
for fixed strike or armed recce missions. Alleged casualties 
should be discounted completely.

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ENCLOSURE D 

ARMED RECONNAISSANCE PROGRAM IN NORTH VIENTAM 

1. Armed reconnaissance is defined as an air mission flown 
with the primary purpose of locating and attacking targets of 
opportunity, i.e., enemy material, personnel and facilities, 

in assigned areas or along assigned ground communication routes, 
and not for the purpose of attacking specific briefed targets. 

In the ROLLING THUNDER Program sorties authorized for armed 
reconnaissance have been authorized to perform two additional 
missions (within their authorized armed recce capability 
limits) : 

a. Attacks against small pre-briefed military targets 
not on JCS list, followed by armed route reconnaissance. 

b. Restrikes against previously struck JCS-designated 
fixed targets located within the armed reconnaissance area, 
with the objective of maintaining them non-operational. 

2. Armed reconnaissance aircraft are authorized to attack 
the following installations within authorized geographical 
areas: Rail lines , yards and sidings, railroad rolling stock, 
railroad construction or repair , trucks, ferries, ferry 
approaches, fords, lighters, barges, radar sites, secondary 
bridges, pontoon bridges, pontoon construction sites, road 
repair equipment, bivouac and staging areas, SAM installations, 
AAA, recognized DRV naval craft, which fire upon our aircraft, 
small military installations such as barracks, trucks, vehicle 
parks, small airfields, supply depots, other targets of military 
significance; and JCS targets struck on previous ROLLING 
THUNDER programs. 
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
